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ARBITRARY POLICE POWER GROWS AT AIRPORTS BUT 
SKYRIDERS FAIL TO STOP HIJACKING 

NEW YORK(LNS) --Nearly a third of the rough- 
ly 2000 air passengers arrested by deputy U.S. mar- 
shals in the federal government’s anti -hi j ack ing 
program last year were busted for drugs. Most of 
the rest were picked up on charges also unrelated to 
hijacking. 

Tnis is a breakdown of tlie figures: The Jus- 

tice Department reported that from January 1st to 
December 15 last year, its sky-riders made 1926 
arrests, 538 of them for narcotics violations. Only 
205 were for concealed firearms and 135 for carrying 
concealed knives. Tlie Treasury Department's Customs 
Bureau anti-hijacking team made about 400 arrests 
during the same period, but refuses to provide 
a breakdown. 

Federal officials point to this record as evi- 
dence that the airport security system is doing 
something. But they admit that its stated purpose 
of stopping hijackers is as far from being achieved 
as ever. Nonetheless, the investigative tactics 
they employ may set a valuable precedent for police 
forces throughout the country to violate two basic 
rights -- freedom to travel and freedom from unreason- 
able search. 

According to an article in the Feb. 3 issue of 
Rolling Stone Magazine, the vast majority of the ar- 
rests are made at the boarding gates, where a ground 
security system has been instituted that has two main 
components -- a so-called "behavior profile" of 
a typic^^l hijacker and a metal-detecting "magneto- 
meter". T\\e Customs Bureau claims that more than 
35,000 weapons -- guns, knives, ice picks and the 
like --were taken from passengers in tiie first 
year of the program. 

TIic FAA Customs and the airlines have developed 
a one- two- three model of how the security system is 
supposed to work. It begins with warning signs at 
the ticket counter or boarding gate, stating that 
the passengers ajid baggage are subject to search. 
when the passenger checks in, the ticket agent 
m;ikes a code mark on the bottom of the ticket stub 
noting wiicther or not tlie traveler fits the behavior 
[irofile. ('nie profile was developed by an F/\A psy- 
diologist and lias been kept a secret, even from 
most marshals. It is presumably made up of such 
i'eatures as "nervous sweating" and "trcml:»ling hands" 
as well as more subtle criteria. Tl'iere is also 
reportedly an "ethnic feature" -- probably a euphem- 
ism for giving extra security to non-whites.) 

On the way to the plane, the passenger passes 
tiirough a magnetometer, which comes in two forms -- 
two SLx-foot poles aI.)Out a yard apart from eadi 
^her, or an aluminum door frajnc attached to tJie 
gate. A passenger is supposed to be frisked for 
weapons only if he has both fit tiic iprufilc oJid ac- 
t i vate<l the magnetometer. 

"It iM soiuvJs very scientilie and neat," sa\'s 
•■*1 Ilian. keii)o\vit:, a Maniuattan law>'er, "but it does- 
n't \sork tnat way." Leibuwitz says ti.at in a Ken- 
nedy Ai rjiurt case f;e is b.andling no signs were post- 
ed, and "tiic officials, witiiuut claiming that r,y cli- 
ent set ot'f an>' magnetometer at all, si;-p,y terced 
nim. to open up his oaggage. he ;.appened to ;;ave 


long hair. Tlic\' searched him without any adherence at 
all to tlieir own set of rules." Leibowitz’s client 
was charged with possession of drugs, and the case 
is still in the courts. 

In an>' case, airline ticket agents concerned 
mainly with getting passengers c board quickly are 
too busy to be able to judge eacli passanger carefully 
according to the behavior profile. According to 
Hugh Vandervoort, a 27-year-old former sky marshal, 
what usually happens is that "the ticket agent 
couldn't care less, but if this guy [the passenger] 
is gonna distinguish himself in one way or another 
-- he might pee in his pants, or whatever --the sky 
marshal will take it from there. The marshal might 
backtrack later and say he fits the behavior profile." 

The federal government insists that tlie behavior 
profile is a scientific test -- but criminologists 
have discarded long ago the idea that there is any 
such thing as a "criminal type". As a United Air- 
lines stewardess says, "It's the kids who look freaky 
who are going to be seardied." And ex-agent Vander- 
voort reports: "Tliey do a lot by the way you look," 

If an airport cops doesn't like the way you look, 
he can turn the sensitivity of the megnetometer all 
the way up so that it registers with even a minute 
amount of metal on your body -- a woman in London 
tripped the detector with her lUD. 

Theorectically, a passenger can refuse to be 
searched if he or she declines to board the airplajie 
-- but it rarely happens that way. Terry Bertels, 
a medical student, was leaving Kennedy for Rome" when 
his keys activated the magnetometer. Bertele says 
an agent told him, '"You don't mind if I search, hull? 

We do this for everyone.' I suppose 1 could have 
refused, but he certainly didn't give me a chance. 

He did not make it a question. It's the way the 
troopers stop you and search your car on the New Jer- 
sey Turnpike if you have long hair." 

The Constitution is supposed to protect people 
from unreasonable seardies. In most places, only 
if the police have a warrant, voluntary consent, or 
"probable cause for arrest," is it legal for them to 
carry out a seardi. But it is clear from several cases 
that the new air security system bends so far as the 
sky police want it to, and in many cases simply 
serves as an excuse to search hippies fur drugs, 

"You're giving air marshals the power to decide 
for themselves when to stop people and search them," 
warns lawyer Irving Cohen, who represented a guy in 
his 20s who liad been busted for two ounces of grass 
after an airjiort scardi . "1 don't think they're 
entitled to that much power. Tne Fourth Amendment 
requires probable cause, so tlic argument that less 
than probable cause is OK doesn't conform. . .at 
some point, it could be extended to wlicrc a policeman 
can just stop ;uiybody ontlic street and they'll tell 
you, 'If \’uu'r*.‘ iimocenl }'uu'vc got nothing to worry 
about.'" 

'Hie go'.'e rn;-;en t is no JouI)t pleased to see a 
precedent ^^ct for nr’utrar)' police powers at the 
aii']iorts, aiid :.:ure g-jic ra 1 1 , in white middle class 

environments as a v.aole. Tne last 20 years have seen 
a growtii in wliitc people's i>-.areness that such powci 
IS exercised rout i:;e i\' in oiacK :md brown ghettos 
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throughout tiie United States and tliere have been 
some legal battles diallenging that power, on paper 
at least. But recent government policy has moved in 
only one direction: towards greater repression 

and a more effective repressive apparatus, giving 
official authorization for new methods one by one so 
that the white middle class doesn*t notice what’s 
happening. 


For those with no intention of hijacking a 
plane, but who do want to carry drugs, New York Post 
reporter Peter Freiberg recommends a few precau- 
tions : 

**Don't pay cash for a one-way ticket. The 
average air traveler pays by check or credit card, 
and unlike hijackers, expects to return; 

**Don’t call attention to yourself; 

**Don't carry weapons; 

**Don't carry drugs on international flights, 
except charters. Avoid more sensitive airlines, 
including HI Al, TWA, and BOAC; 

**If you must carry drugs, carry them on your 
person, not in your baggage. TTie law guards you 
against frisking more closely than against search 
of your luggage . 

Those who do intend to hijack a plane, should- 
n't try if they can't figure these things out for 
themselves . 

Incidentally, if anyone knows a ticket agent 
who will reveal tiie features of the "behavior pro- 
file" used to prejudge potential hijackers, send 
the information to Liberation News Service, 160

make the information available to all underground 
and radical publications in the interests of an 
informed public. 


to blow his cool Vandervoort predicts, "and 
tliere's going to be problems -- maybe just depres- 
surization or the \^iiole plane going douTi in flames 
-- but something will happen. . . 

To date, tliore h:is been onl>' one hijacking 
witli sky marshals aboard. That occured last Oct- 
ober, \s’hen an .\jnerican Airlines 747 flying from 
New York to Puerto Rico with tlirec air marshals 
and an FBI agent was hijacked to Cuba by a man who 
threatened to shoot the stewardess. Federal of- 
ficials were embarrassed over stories that the a- 
gents were unaware the hijacking was taking place 
--they deny tlic stories--and by the report that 
tl;e hijacker had actually stuck a ballpoint pen, 
not a gun, in the stewardess's back. 

But if the agents were aware of the hijacking, 
it seems they chose the wisest course -- it's 
hard to imagine what otlier action would have en- 
sured the safety of the passengers and crew and the 
safe return of the plane --which leads to the ques- 
tion whether the $55 million spent on the anti- 
hijacking prograjTi last year could have prevented 
any determined hijacker from carrying out a reason- 
ably cautious plan. 

The entire anti-hijacking system has already 
come to court, in a trial presided over by Judge 
Jack Weinstein in Brooklyn. It was a case in which 
heroin was found in tlie pocket of someone who fit 
the profile --his name, Lopez, fit the "ethnic 
feature" -- and then set off the magnetometer. 

His lawyer decided to diallenge tlie constitution- 
ality of the seardi, without success. There is 
not much chance tliat the Supreme Court with its 
four Nixon appointees would see things different.

If anyone thinks the airport security system 
really has much to do with stopping hijackers, it 
pays to take a closer look. 

Tlie anti-hijacking program was launched by 
President Nixon after the hijacking and destruction 
of four jetliners by Palestinian guerrillas in the 
fall of 1970. "'Flic menace of air piracy must be 
met--immcdiately and effectively," said Nixon. 

Tlicre are now 1500 sky marshals riding tlie planes, 
and on the ground, inspecting baggage and passengers 
at tile air])Qrts along with 230 deputy US marshals 
from the Justice Department. 

"Let it be understood by everyone," proclaimed 
Spiro Agnew, "that thanks to the President there 
art' now' guards riding U.S. aircraft. Tliese guards 
arc under i r;s ti^U'^tion to shoot to kill."

WASHINGTON (LNS)--Ever v/onder wliere all t;ie 
hot air goes on the environir.cnt issue- -wonder wiial 
all the politicians do when the>''\'c been elected 
on the platform of clear skies and iicalt;;y .ncu ? 
Well, tile House of Representatives jj-'^t pussf:d a 
spanking new Federal Environment Pesticide Control 
Bill which now passes on to the Senate for t'.ivr. to 
look at. 

The Pesticides bill contains deficiencies wiiicii 
conservationists and other groups liave strongl}' ob- 
jected to. One amendment would have ciiangod tl^c 
wording "parties at interest" to "parties adversely 
affected", term is used in the present 

law and has been accepted as including citizen 
groups. The amendment was defeated, leaving word- 
ing whidi clouds the issue of whether citizen groups 
have standing to obtain judicial review and dial- 
ienge orders of the Environmental Protection Agency 
administrator. 

Tile bill includes loopholes which will allow 
the restrictions imposed by it to be easily evaded 
and also'permits penalties which would be insignif- 
icant to corporations. Tliere are no controls over 
products intended for export, and definitions of 
"imminent hazard" and "substantial adverse effects 
on the environment" arc thoroughly inadeciuate . 

Pesticides control has been heatedly debated 
since their introduction after World War II. UDT 
warnings were issued as early as 1949 when it first 
appeared in milk. In tlie early sixties the publi- 
cation of Radiel Carson's Silent Spring brought 
the dangers of pesticide use to the public attention. 
She predicted that certain species of birds were 
doomed to extinction because of the use of hard 
pesticides . 

Hard ipesticides. include DDT, aldrin , dieldrin, 
heptadi lor , endrin , lindane , and di lordanc . 'nicy 
remain in the environment for man)' years. Wliat 
scientists call "biological magnification" occurs 
in tlie use of these diemicals whid\ arc insoluble 
in water but extremely soluble in fat. The toxic 
cliemical becomes extremely concentrated as it moves 
up the food diain from worm to bird to human beings. 

Studies conducted in the Long Island Sound 
sliowed a rclativel)' "safe" level of DDT which en- 
tered the wat: .l)00t)03 parts per million. However, 

wlicn the zooplankton (microscopic life tiiat fisii 
feed ot'fj in the water wiiicli absorbed the DDT was 
tested, it was found to contain .04 ppm. !-'innows .

However," tliere is 
aJ so wide concern i'or the sparrovv hawk, osprey, 
rown I'cliciiii, neregrinc falcon, mallard duck and 
ctlicr species wb.o arc sharing the same tlireat of 
extinction. DDii , a breakdown of DDT, affects the 
reproduction of these species. In the end, too lit- 
tle calcium is produced, which causes thin-shelled 
eggs that are too fragile to survive incubation, 

Uhat this docs to bones of young diildren is not 
known . 

Some pesticide residues are stored in the egg's 
food suppl)' and tlie developing embryo dies before 
hatdiing . . 

ilaw'ks, eagles and ospreys are declining at 
rates as higii as 20% per year. Of the thousands 
of brown pelicans in California, only one diick 
was reported hatdied in 1970. 

Scientists have noted that dieldrin and DDT 
can also cause abnormal behavior in bird species. 
Sparrow hawks which have been contaminated have 
been known to devour tlieir own eggs or newly 
hatdied young. 

Even the U.S. Bureau of Sports, Fisheries and 
Wildlife admitted that DDT was present in nearly 
100% of some 600 fish selected at random in a 
study tliat was conducted throughout the United 
States . 

During a six week period last year, some 60 
sea lions were found dead on California beaches 
and were found to have absorbed a record 3900 ppm 
of DDT into their bodies . 

In New Mexico, herbicide spraying to kill 
salt cedar trees whidi drink "too much" water may 
be responsible for the death and illness of many 
cows. A local veterinarian who performed autopsies 
on the dead ajiimals found every major organ deterior- 
ated, and preliminary tests show higli levels of 
herbicides in the ;uiimals' systems. The children 
of a local farmer who had been exposed to the spray- 
ing are also ill, possibly as a result of drink- 
ing contmiunatcd milk.

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*'WE’RE JUST KEEPING THEM UNDER CONTROL”: 

AN ARMY OF JUNKIES IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS^ 

NEW YORK (LNS) --Thousands of hyperactive child- 
ren -- kids who can't sit still and "leam” -- in 
elementkry schools all over the country are being 
doped up to enable teachers and administrators to 
keep order in their schools. 

Scientists have discovered iluit "Ritalyn”, a 
stimulant used in the 50s for depressed old people, 
has the opposite effect on children who have not 
reached puberty. 

Faced with the natural bored response to over- 
crowding, irrelevant school work, and poor homes, 
teachers and administrators are prescribing Kitalyn. 
Pressure is then put on parents who have no place 
to send their kids other than public school to let 
the kids "take the pill or stay out of school”. 

A dose of Rital>Ti every four hours blocks out 
real feelings of fatigue, hunger, nervousness and 
discomfort and enables the child the concentrate on 
schoolwork. Dr. David Martin, ?. California doctor 
who has prescribed Ritalyn for over 2,000 students 
was pretty straightforward: 

"Now I want you to understand we aren’t curing 
these kids; we're just keeping tliem under control. 
Usually we'll start your three or four year old with 
five milligrams a day, then up it to 15 milligrams 
a day by the time they are eight or nine. We can go 
as high as 100 to 140 milligrams a day if we have to, 
and that's a pretty big slug for a little kid. Of 
course we have to be careful of an werdose -- too 
much medication makes them a vegetable.” 

But how much is "too much”? A study made at 
Los Angeles County University found that " long-term 
use of amphetimines [Ritalyn is an amphetimine] pro- 
duces a toxic reaction which damages the lining of 
small and medium sized arteries.” 

There have been reports of artery damage, child- 
ren going into shock or being seized by dizziness on 
taking their first' pill and chages in sugar metabol- 
ism. And if Ritalyn proves to be as addictive as 
other amphetiimines , there will soon be an army of 
junkies in the public schools, dependent on the 
school system for their next fix. 

But don't let that upset you because as one 
"education expert”, Careth Ellingson, warned, "It 
would be a disaster if a fearful and uninformed 
public response [to the use of Ritalyn for Children] 
were to sweep away the only chaiice that a great many 
children have to function normally [sic] in tlie 
classroom. ” 

One reporter seemed to disagree on whether 
there was too mud. undeserved paranoia. "One doc- 
tor has used a check list wnich defines 'deviancy' 
as doing anything disapproved by t'ne teacher; it 
lists as abnormal behavior a ch:lJ's dismai'.tling his 
ballpoint pen, propping up i.is de-sk -..■it’n a pencil or 
stopping on the way back froir. t‘:e pcncij sharpener 
to talk wici^ -omcjr.e or te look ai ‘.h.i.ngi on a teach- 
er's desk.”

"What's wrong with a child like this who may ex- 
hibit all or some of these symptoms in varying de- 
grees of severity? His behavioral problems may be 
manifestations of MED, If so^ he is not alone. By 
one estimate this disorder affects 5% or more of 
our child population, " 

Five per cent of the child population? There 
are 38,498,000 people under 13 years of age in the 
U.S. today, so about seven million children may be 
in "need” of Ritalyn. 

At the present rime, Ritalyn is being used most 
heavily on poor children in New York, Michigan, and 
California. But tranquilizing shcool children is 
being considered, if not actually in effect, in most 
states in the country, according the the House sub- 
committee hearings held in September, 1970. 

In Omaha, Nebraska, in June 1970, 5-10% of all 
elementary scliool children were on the drug. 

The National Welfare Right Organization (NWRO) , 
so far the only organization to come out strongly 
against the use of the drug, says that "there is no 
justification for presuming the drug is safe to use 
on children.” In Julyl971 they filed a suit with the 
Food and Drug Administration (FDA) demanding that 
the label, package insert and advertising of Ritalyn 
be altered to reflect the widespread opinion that it 
is hazardous and that the FDA ruling that Ritalyn is 
safe be revoked until it is proven safe. 

As NWRO says, "This society finds drugging 
children easier than dealing effectively with the 
problems of poverty.”

When the reporters bumped into a member of 
Stop Our Ship (SOS), a group of radical antiwar 
enlisted men, they arranget] for an interview for 
the next morning. Tliough che arrangement was 
made only twelve hours in adv.nr.ee, word quickly 
spread through the sliip, and a hundred antiwar 
sailors showed up for the interview. As one par- 
ticipant explained: "The interview was, of course, 

chaotic but the ooint was made: the SOS or res- 

istance, v/an veiy much alive on the Coral Sea and 
quite vocal in its antx-war, anti-rip-off senti- 
ments. The point got across that we didn^t want 
Nixon's war and were tired of tiio pig's harrass- 
ment on board, Everything you can think of was 
brought up in the interview. Everyone added 
their two cents' worth to a chorus of "Right pri,' 
Sounds good, heh? Lots of photos taken by the 
Times people, our people, aad the pigs ” 

IVhen it came time foi Uie limes t.o print a 
story about the correspondents* visit i-o the 
ship, the reporters or the editors did not find 
it to their liking to write about massive aritj. 
war sentiment aboard a United States combat car 
rier. Instead the resulting page-one story was 
entitled "Combats Pilots Off Vietnam Still Eager 
for Action" and featured a three column photo of 
happy bomber pilots posed in front of their planes. 
Carefully avoiding any political analysis, the 
story limited itself to describing uncritically 
how happy and enthusiastic the pilots are to be 
flying bombing missions. 

In tiic tWLiity j)flr -iy.iapl: the 'limes 

did not see fit to mention any discontent with 
war aboard the Coral Sea until the last paragraph 
where it was Miel'iy rrentioned tiiat there \-.ere a 
few pilots who had doubts about the bombing. There 
was no report of the extensi ^/e aiiti war seatime7't 
among enlisted men.

GAYS INV.ADE LIXDS.AY HEADQU.ARTERS 

.NEK YORK (LNS)--Kith chants of ")Gay Power," 

30 members of the Gay .Activists .Alliance ^GAA) 
ajid the Gay Women's Liberation Front (GWLF) 
stormed into New York Mayor John Lindsay's d?72 
Presidential Campaign Headquarters on January 
26 in support of Intro. 475, a bill which would 
outlaw New York city job and housing discrimina- 
tion and anti-sodomy faws ^ against gay people. 

(At the present time, gay people can be fired 
from their Jods and evicted from their houses if 
their homosexual ity is discovered.) Because the 
bill is only city-wide, it is relatively ineffec- 
tive concerning jobs, such as teaching, which 
require both city and state licenses. 

Richard Aurelio, Lindsay's aide, said that 
he would meet with the two "representatives"i if 
the other gays would leave the office. They re- 
fused and Aurelio called the police. 

Two women from GWLF and six men from GAA 
were arrested and charged with criminal trespass. 
The two women had locked themselves in an office 
and the police tried for 20 minutes to open the 
door. Finally, on obtaining the key to the of- 
fice, the police entered. with clippers believing 
the women had chained themselves to a desk to 
make it harder for them to be forced to leave. 

Those who wore there said the police were, to 
say the least, surprised when the women walked 
out of the office without assistance. 
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FARMWORKERS ON STRIKE IN TEXAS: 

"THERE'S NEVER BEEN A STRIKE BEFORE" 

CRYSTAL CITY, Tex. (LNS)--One hundred and 
eighty Farmworkers , mostly Chicanas, many, of 
them in their sixties and seventies, went>.on Strike 
January 2J against Wagner's Farm,-cone of tne 
biggest farms near Crystal City, a town 120 miles 
from San Antonio. 

Tht strike started that Friday when some of 
the workerswho pick out the yellow spinach from 
the green spinach after it is brought from the 
fields took a Jook at their paychecks. They had 
been promised $1.60 an hour -(which is under the 
minimum wage) and, instead, had received $1.30. 

The people in the fields who pick the spinach had 
been promised 40<f per bushel but instead were gi- 
ven only 20i per bushel 

"About 50% of the people in Crystal City 
don't have joba," said Maria Luisa Alonzo who

SA;\' RAFAEL, Calif. (LNS)--lVhen the six San Quen- 
tin inmates cTiarged with murder in the killing of two 
[irison ^iniids .it the time George Jackson was mur- 
dered appeared in court on January 24, they greeted 
the courtroom with a loud "Power to the People". 
ft.cn, ^ne of tlie brothers, David Johnson, road a 
statement that they had called an cad to a hunger 
strike tjiat had been going on for almost a week 
at Sail Quentin *s Adjustment Center C”the hole'*, 
or segr.^gat I oi; section of San Quentin). 


"Ne Iwove ended the strike, but not the struggle", 
Joi.nson read. "With the support of the people we 
ihali eiin.'Xgc vo.ctorious. Venceremos. 'Hie 
Prisoners of the San Quentin Adjustment Center." 

The San Quentin Adjustment Center seems well 
on its way to becoming the most famous prison 
block in th-^ country -- a hotbed in the growing 
surge of rebellion inside the jails of the United 
States and tiie home of a growing list of deter- 
mined and articulate revolutionary inmates.

were tear gassed. Reading and writing material 
was with ncld for five days. Guards tiirew 
water on the prisoners repeatedly and tumeJ o t 
the heat. [Tlie window panes have been, out since 
.-\ugus t . ) 

Tliough tlie prisoners told guards not to bring 
them any food, it was brought as a way to break 
down their resistance. Wlien the tear gas came, 
prisoners hurled tlie food to fight back. Theie 
wsa nothing else left in their cells sin^-c all 
their personal property had been tako*^ out at the 
beginning of the strike. 

Aside from focussing attention on some of the 
grievances of the Adjustment Center inmates, the 
hunger strike had also put a spotlight on tlic San 
Quentin 6, a group whose case has so far been almost 
completely overshadowed by George Jackson's deatli 
and the prison officials shifting stories and denials 
as to what really happened. 

August 21, 19 71, tlie day George Jackson was 
killed ended with five others dead: three guards and 

two wliite inmates who worked as trustees in San 
Quentin's Adjustment Center. 

After an extensive, ^losed investigation, tJie 
state presented its case to the Marin County Grand 
Jury during which only prison staff and guards 
testified. Over the objections and resignations of 
several Grand Jury im 'nbers, six San Quentin prisoners 
(the San Quentin 6) were indicted for five counts 
of murder, conspiracy to attempt to escape, cons-Q 
acy to possess a :**ire weapon and ^^Qf^spiracy to 
kidruap prison officials. Tlie San Quentin 6 arc : 
Fleeta Drumgo, Hugo Pinell, David Johnson, Johnry, 

Larry Spain, Luis Talamantez and Willie Tate. 

All six have been active in organizing inside 
the prisons. 

David Johnson led protests against prison condi- 
tions and was the first inmate to file suit charging 
murder in the death of black inmate Fred Billings lea 
who was tear gassed to death in his cell by San Quen- 
tin guards. 

Johnny Larry Spain and Hugo Rineil liave both 
fallowed George Jackson's lead in attempting to unite 
bi^ck, brown and wliite inmates. 

Luis Talajiiaiitez was well-known for his political 
organizing among the Qiicanos. 

Willie Tate, originally ciiarged with a simple 
assault liad spent more time in tlie Adjustment Center 
than any other inniatt? was there since April, 1 969 ) 

Fleeta Driungo in one of the two remaining Sole- 
dad Brothers,

Just like r.an>' of its Cariboean couiiter- 
parts, Florida has for a long tine InnirteJ ciicap 
outside labor to do tiie job. 

In southern Florida, Jan.aicans cut nost ox 
the sugar cane. Becorping migrant workers in the 
U.S. adds one more diapter to the long arduous 
histor>- jf tiiese people. Tney are ’xidcrpaid, 
underfed, and ii 'n ram-bnaekie sr.anties. 

If he thinks iic lan get a.. ay witii it, tiie 
manager if the plant on strike, Miguel Cervera, 
a Cuban c?xi.le, Jiiay tr>' to use the J;imaican cutters 
as a scan for.e a^^ainst tiie sugar workers. 

It uouid bo stupid for us to have those 
men do ar-^hing but what they were brought here 
for-- to cut cane," Cervera said. This may be 
true, since very Few otlier people could be in- 
duced to replace them cutting cane, considering 
living conditions and the treatment cutters re- 
ceive in tiie :ane fields.

For some years now there have been attempts 
to start fuM-'cale organizing of migrant and 
seasonal ft- nir.;orkers in Florida. For example, 
Organized Migrants in Community Action (OMICA) 
in lIomL '^ 'jd '^'^nith. of Miami) has been fighting 
to impru . ti\f working conditions in the camps, 

Conditlon-i in Florida are as bad or even 
worse ;!ian those on the west coast where the 
work fcprce is Mexican and Chicano. Workers arc 
forced to travel hundreds of miles thrrough the 
northern :inrt of the state to get to the fields 
and once there, tlicy are not even sure of finding 
work . 

Last year, tii lusands of farmworkers were 
stranded in the work areas at once. They could 
find no jC)hs and faced eviction from tlie camps, 
OMICA s(Mjghn j-eniussion to house tliejii in vacant 
doniii tcuv ].ir 'll tics at tiie University of Miami.

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SUPPORI FOR RNA ELEVEN GROWS j 

"STRUCGLE FUR LAND AND POWER INTENSIFIES" 

JACKSON, Miss. (LNS)-- The first round of 
the battle erupted early in the morning on Aug. 

IS when police opened fire on a house belonging 
Co the Republic of New Africa and the occupants 
of the house fired back. When it was all over, 
one policeman was dead, another cop and an FBI 
agent v;ere wounded; none of the RNA people were 
hurt. A fairly decisive military victory for the 
RNA.. 

But 11 RNA members were in the hands of the 
police, several of them, including RNA President 
Imari Abubakari Obadele I, were arrested at a- 
nother house several blocks away and had had 
nothing to do with the shootout, but all faced 
the same charges. 

Round Two will be fought out in the courts 
where the RNA 11 will face charges of murder, 
levy of v/ar against the State of Mississippi, 
assault and battery with inCenc to kill, and 
receiving siolen property. The case is not expectedc 
to come to trial until March, and supporters 
of the RNA 11 have formed a committee to help 
in the legal battles that will follow. 

Already the International Committee to Free 
President Imari Obadele and the RNA Eleven has 
attracted a wide range of support, including 
established figures like State Rep. Julian Bond 
of Georgia, and U.S. Reps John Conyers of Michigan 
and Ron Dellums of California- 

So far, four of the Eleven have been freed on 
their own bonds. But RNA President Obadele and 
six others remain in Hinds County Jail under 
high bonds. Despite the fact that they are charged 
with "levy of war against the state of Mississippi"' 
the state has refused to recognize their demand that 
they be treated as prisoners of war. 

In a stateinenl 1 rom jail, President Obadele 
expressed "deep gratitude tf) cliose white and inter- 
racial groups in ArnoLian who are giving support
